A ‘Farewell Kiss’ for Bush 


President dodges thrown shoes on surprise final visit to Iraq 


BAGHDAD I On an Iraq trip shrouded in 
secrecy and marred by dissent, President 
Bush on Sunday hailed progress in the war 
that defines his presidency and got a size-10 
reminder of his unpopularity when a man 
hurled two shoes at him during a news con- 
ference. 

“This is a farewell kiss, you dog!” shout- 
ed the protester in Arabic, later identified 
as Muntadar al-Zeidi, a correspondent for 
Al-Baghdadiya television, an Iraqi-owned 


station based in Cairo, Egypt. 

Bush ducked both shoes as they whizzed 
past his head and landed with a thud against 
the wall behind him. 

The U.S. president visited the Iraqi capi- 
tal just 37 days before he hands the war off 
to his successor, Barack Obama, who has 
pledged to end it. The president wanted to 
highlight a drop in violence in a nation still 
riven by ethnic strife and to celebrate a recent 
U.S.-Iraq security agreement, which calls for 


U.S. troops to withdraw from Iraq by the end 
of 2011. “The war is not over,” Bush said. 

In many ways, the unannounced trip was 
a victory lap without a clear victory. Nearly 
150,000 U.S. troops remain in Iraq fighting 
a war that is intensely disliked around the 
globe. More than 4,209 members of the U.S. 
military have died in the conflict, which has 
cost U.S. taxpayers $576 billion since it began 
five years and nine months ago. 

“There is still more work to be done,” 
Bush said after his meeting with Iraqi Prime 
Minister Nouri al-Maliki. (ap)

Race Gap Found in Cancer Survival 


Report: Colon cancer 
deaths more common 
for blacks than whites 

ATLANTA I The racial gap in colon 
cancer death rates is widening, 
a new report says, and experts 
partly blame blacks’ lower screen- 
ing rates and poor access to high- 
quality care. 

Colon and rectal cancer death 
rates are now nearly 50 percent 
higher in blacks than in whites, 
according to American Cancer Soci- 


ety research released Monday. 

The gap has been growing since 
the mid-1970s, when colon cancer 
death rates for the two racial groups 
were nearly equal. 

“We have seen this enormous 
progress in whites. We could be see- 
ing the same progress in blacks, if we 
could overcome disparities in access 
to health care,” said Elizabeth Ward, 
who oversees surveillance and health 
policy at the cancer society. 

Last month, researchers reported 
the rate of new cancers in general is 
inching down and death rates con- 


tinue to decline in the United States 
— good news in the fight against the 

dreaded disease.

The death rate difference was 
even more pronounced. Among 
blacks, there were about 25 deaths 
per 100,000 people, compared 
to 17 per 100,000 in whites — a 
48 percent difference. 

Colon cancer deaths can be pre- 
vented by early diagnosis through 
screening and quality care. The 
screening rate for whites is 50 per- 
cent compared to just 40 percent 
for blacks. The screening rate for 
Hispanics is an even-lower 32 per- 
cent.

NE Stuck in Deep Freeze 


Utility crews scramble 
to restore power after 
last week s ice storm 

JAFFREY, N.H. | Joined by people 
seeking shelter from the bitter cold, 
parishioners at the Jaffrey Bible 
Church on Sunday thanked God for 
a warm place to sleep and for the 
utility crews struggling to repair 
power lines snapped by New Eng- 
land’s devastating ice storm. 

“Your fellow Jaffrey residents 
have stepped up and made this 
a more bearable situation,” Walt 
Pryor, recreation department direc- 
tor for the town of 5,700, told the 
congregation Sunday morning. 

The ice storm knocked out elec- 


trical service to 1.4 million houses 
and businesses late last week. More 
than 600,000 
customers still 
lacked power Sun- 
day afternoon 
in upstate New 
York, Massachu- 
setts, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont and 
Maine. Utilities in 
hardest-hit New 
Hampshire said 
power might not be totally restored 
until Thursday or Friday. 

Officials warned there could be 
more failures as drooping branch- 
es shed ice and snap back to their 
original positions, potentially tak- 
ing out more power lines. 


President Bush declared a state 
of emergency for New Hampshire 
and nine of Massachusetts’ 14 coun- 
ties, directing the Federal Emergen- 
cy Management Agency to provide 
relief assistance. 

Adding to the misery of downed 
power lines and property damage, 
temperatures dropped into the 
teens and 20s early Sunday, with 
single-digit readings in parts of New 
Hampshire and Maine. Fryeburg, 
Maine, hit a low of just 2 degrees. 
Warmer weather was on the way 
for Monday. 

The number of people at shelters 
in Massachusetts nearly doubled 
to 1,800 Saturday night as people 
faced another night without lights

WASHINGTON | Enthusiasm among 
blacks and Democrats for Sen. 
Barack Obama’s candidacy pushed 
voter turnout in this year’s elections 
to the highest level in 40 years. 

Final figures from nearly every 
state and the District of Columbia 
showed that more than 131 million 
people voted, the most ever for a 
presidential election. A little more 
than 122 million voted in 2004. 

This year’s total is 61.6 percent 
of the nation’s eligible voters, the 
highest turnout rate since 1968, 
when Republican Richard M. 
Nixon defeated Democrat Hubert 
Humphrey, said Michael McDon- 
ald, a political science professor at 


George Mason University.

including California on Saturday. 
The Electoral College was sched-

Turnout increased for the third 
straight presidential election, 
encouraging news for those who 
have warned about voter apathy.

“We seem to have restored the 
levels of civic engagement that 
we had in the 1950s and 1960s,” 


McDonald said. “But we didn’t 
break those levels.” 

McDonald calculated turnout 
rates based on the number of eligi- 
ble voters among adult U.S. citizens. 
Experts calculate turnout rates in 
different ways based on who they 
consider eligible voters, a process 
that excludes noncitizens and, in 
most states, convicted felons. 

Voter turnout increased substan- 
tially in newly competitive states 
such as Virginia, Indiana and North 
Carolina, which all went for Obama 
after decades of favoring Republi- 
can presidential candidates. 

Minnesota, with a competitive 
Senate race that still hasn’t been 
decided, had the highest turnout 
rate, even though it dropped slight- 
ly, to 77-8 percent. It was followed 
by Wisconsin, Maine, New Hamp- 
shire and Iowa. 

West Virginia and Hawaii tied 
for the lowest turnout rate, at 
50.6 percent. Arkansas, Utah and 
Texas came close.

Canal, Killing 57 People 

A bus packed with passengers 
traveling along a narrow road in 
southern Egypt plunged into an 
irrigation canal, killing 57 people 
on Sunday, officials said. Minya 
Governor Ahmed Diaa said the 
bus, with at least 70 passengers on 
board, swerved to avoid an oncom- 
ing truck. The accident occurred at 
the end of a major Muslim holiday, 
when roads were crowded with 
returning vacationers, (ap)

Voters Cast Ballots 
In Parliamentary Election 

Voters in Turkmenistan cast ballots 
Sunday in a parliamentary election 
hailed by the government as an exer- 
cise in democracy but dismissed by 
critics as a sham. It was the first 
parliamentary election since the 
death of longtime autocrat Sapar- 
murat Niyazov two years ago. All 
125 parliament seats up for grabs in 
Sunday’s election were contested — 
unlike previous votes, in which many 
candidates ran unopposed. Final 
results were expected Tuesday, (ap) 



Hamas’ Supporters Rally in Gaza 


300,000 people mark 
the 21st anniversary of 
militant group s start 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Gaza’s mili- 
tant Hamas rulers marshaled hun- 
dreds of thousands of supporters to 
a huge anniversary rally on Sunday, 
a show of muscle featuring a skit of 
a mock-captive Israeli soldier beg- 
ging for his freedom. 

Marking 21 years since its found- 
ing, a triumphant Hamas bragged 


about its violent exploits, prom- 
ised more money to Gaza’s impov- 
erished people, and announced it 
would soon stop recognizing the 
legitimacy of Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas, who rules only 
the West Bank now. 

Organizers said about 300,000 
Hamas supporters crowded into a 
dusty outdoor arena and spilled 
over into nearby streets. Many 
waved flags and sported baseball 
caps in the Islamic group’s signa- 
ture green color. 


In the skit, Hamas paraded a 
Palestinian speaking Hebrew and 
dressed in an Israeli soldier’s uni- 
form — a reference to Israeli Sgt. 
Gilad Schalit, captured by Hamas- 
allied militants in June 2006. 

“I miss my mom and dad,” said 
the man playing the Israeli soldier. 

The capture of Schalit in a June 
2006 cross-border raid is an open 
wound in Israeli society. The taunt 
at the rally drew condemnation from 
Israel, which has been indirectly 
negotiating the soldier’s release with 


Hamas for the past 234 years. 

In comments aired on Sun- 
day, exiled Hamas leader Khaled 
Mashaal said a six-month truce with 
Israel would not be renewed after it 
expires this week. Interviewed on 
a Hamas-affiliated Lebanese TV 
channel, Mashaal did not explicitly 
threaten renewed attacks. 

Also on Sunday, Israel closed 
its passenger crossing with Gaza 
to journalists in response to Pales- 
tinian rocket fire over the weekend.

Brown Pledges Support for Pakistan 


British prime minister 
offers to help Zardari 
root out terrorism’ 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN | British 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
pledged more counterterrorism 
help to Pakistan on Sunday, reveal- 
ing that three-quarters of terror 
plots investigated in Britain were 
linked to al- Qaeda supporters in 
the country. 

Brown traveled to Afghanistan, 


India and Pakistan over the week- 
end to visit British troops and bol- 
ster cooperation between India and 
Pakistan in the wake of the deadly 
Mumbai attacks that killed more 
than 160 people. 

But his strongest message 
was delivered to Pakistan’s Presi- 
dent Asif Ali Zardari, whose wife, 
Benazir Bhutto, died last year in an 
attack launched by extremists. 

Zardari faces the daunting 
challenge of tackling poverty and 
extremism in Pakistan as he tries

to shore up support in the tribal 
regions and within his own gov- 
ernment. Bhutto repeatedly alleged 
that Pakistan’s security services had 
ties to extremist elements. 

“The time has come for action 
and not words, and I want to help 
Pakistan and other countries root 
out terrorism,” Brown said in a joint 
news conference with Zardari. 

Britain would offer Pakistan 
counterterrorism equipment for 
detecting bombs and explosives at 
airports. It would also contribute 
$9 million for programs to lure 
youths away from extremist activi- 
ties.

Police Foil Protest 
In Russian Capital 


Group: 130 opposition 
activists detained in 
crackdown in Moscow 

MOSCOW I Police thwarted a banned 
anti-Kremlin protest in central 
Moscow on Sunday, seizing dem- 
onstrators and shoving them into 
trucks. Organizers said 130 people 
were detained around the capital, 
but police put the number at 90. 

The opposition movement head- 
ed by fierce Kremlin critic and for- 
mer chess champion Garry Kasp- 
arov said the co-leader of the group 
was one of those seized. 

The Other Russia movement 
organized the protest, in defi- 
ance of a ban, to draw attention to 
Russia’s economic troubles and to 
protest Kremlin plans to extend 
the presidential term from four 
years to six. 

Critics say the constitutional 
change is part of a retreat from 
democracy and is aimed at strength- 
ening the grip of Prime Minister 
Vladimir Putin and his allies. 


News broadcasts on the main 
television networks made no men- 
tion of the Moscow crackdown nor 
of protests in St. Petersburg and 
Vladivostok. 

Kasparov and other prominent 
liberals have just launched a new 
anti-Kremlin movement called 
Solidarity in a bid to unite Rus- 
sia’s liberal forces and encourage a 
popular revolution similar to those 
in Ukraine and Georgia. 

Kasparov had vowed to carry out 
Sunday’s protest, although authori- 
ties had denied permission for it. 

Before the scheduled start, hun- 
dreds of officers guarded Triumph 
Square, which was ringed by police 
trucks and metal barriers. 

Police roughly grabbed protest- 
ers who tried to enter the square, 
dragging at least 25 people into 
waiting trucks. 

Police also seized Other Russia 
co-leader Eduard Limonov along 
with a handful of bodyguards as 
they walked toward the square.

WAS H I N GTO N I The fruit from ginkgo 
biloba trees in the nation’s capital are 
once again irritating residents with 
their stench. Arborists working for 
the District of Columbia this year 
injected more than 1,000 ginkgoes 
that line city streets with a chemi- 
cal that was supposed to stop the 
trees from producing its notoriously 
stinky fruit. But it didn’t work, and 
scientists still don’t know why. Now, 
D.C. is experiencing its worst case 
in years of ginkgo stink. 

Ginkgo berries have been fall- 
ing for days from a tree outside the 
Hotel George near Union Station. 
“It’s just awful because people step 
on it outside, and then they bring 
it inside the hotel,” said Christine 
Lombardi, who works at the hotel’s 
front desk. 

The city for years used a spray 
to stop the trees from reproducing. 
But officials say that didn’t remedy 
the problem because any heavy rain 
would wash it off So, this year, city 
workers injected a chemical mix- 
ture into the base of the ginkgoes’ 
trunks. They had hoped the concoc- 
tion would have caused the trees’ 
flowers to drop before they changed 
into fruit. 

“It wasn’t as effective as we 
had hoped,” said Earl Eutsler, an 
arborist with the D.C. Urban For- 
estry Administration.

A Battle for Broadband 


Start-up with dreams 
of nationwide wireless 
network faces debate 

I N T E R N E T I For the past three years, 
a start-up called M2Z Networks has 
been figuring out a way to blan- 
ket the nation with a free wireless 
broadband network to ensure all 
Americans have access to basic 
high-speed Internet connections. 

Along the way, the company has 
found support in powerful corners 
of Silicon Valley and Washington. It 


has attracted funding from several of 
the Valley’s top venture capital firms. 
And it has captured the interest of 
Kevin Martin, the chairman of Fed- 
eral Communications Commission, 
who is backing a plan essentially mir- 
roring the M2Z proposal as a way to 
promote universal broadband. 

Finally, this month, the com- 
pany, founded by Milo Medin and 
John Muleta, was nearing a break- 
through. Martin pushed for a full 
FCC vote on his plan, which would 
set the rules for auctioning off the 
slice of wireless spectrum that M2Z

wants to put its ideas into action. 

But opposition forces gathered 
steam, deferring M2Z’s dreams 
for now. 

Led by T-Mobile USA, the 
nation’s wireless carriers have been 
lobbying to defeat Martin’s propos- 
al, which they say would interfere 
with their own services. The Bush 
administration wasn’t happy either: 
It urged the FCC not to proceed with 
an auction that would favor one 
company’s business model. 

And some key Democrats on 
Capitol Hill called on the agency 


to hold off on controversial items 
— which would include the M2Z 
plan — until the Obama adminis- 
tration takes over. 

Facing such objections, Martin 
canceled the Dec. 18 vote on the 
free broadband idea. 

The proposal remains on cir- 
culation at the FCC, and M2Z is 
suing the agency to gain access 
to the slices of the airwaves that 
it needs. But now it looks like the 
company will have to wait until 
next year to know its fate. 

Although President-elect Barack 
Obama has not taken an official 
position on M2Z, he has said that 
wireless services could be one 
important channel for bringing 
broadband to all corners of the

A week of infighting 
ends with frustrating 
loss to lowly Bengals 

REDSKINSlIt doesn’t take a genius 
to figure out that the Washington 
Redskins are in a mess of trouble. 

They lost for the fifth time in 
six games Sunday, unable to keep 
up with one of the NFL’s lowliest 
teams. Ryan Fitzpatrick ran for a 
touchdown and threw for another, 
leading the Cincinnati Bengals to a 
20-13 victory that ended the Red- 
skins’ week of grousing. 

And, pretty much, their playoff 
chances, too. 


“I’m speechless,” said fullback 
Mike Sellers, whose goal-line fum- 
ble became the final blow. “We’re 
having a hard time beating some 
of the worst teams.” 

They looked like one of them in 
a game they had to win. 

The main intrigue was how the 
Redskins (7-7) would react to inju- 
ries that decimated their offensive 
line and grumbling by running back 
Clinton Portis that rippled through 
the locker room. They held a play- 
ers-only meeting at midweek after 
Portis derisively called coach Jim 
Zorn a “genius” for benching him 
the previous week. 

Portis got plenty of work — 25 
carries for 77 yards — but also 
dropped a pass on Washington’s 
final drive. He knew where to put 
the blame for this one.

Kiefer Sutherland 
gives a rundown of 
the 7th season of ‘24’ 

Q&A I After a lengthy hiatus due 
to last year’s writers’ strike, Kiefer 
Sutherland is back in action as Jack 
Bauer on Fox’s “24” — and also as 
an Emmy-winning producer on the 
show. The two-hour prequel, “24: 
Redemption,” aired Nov. 23, tying 


up some loose ends from Season 6, 
with Season 7 beginning Jan. 11. 
When he’s not wrapped up in pro- 
duction, Sutherland can be found 
working at his other job — as a 
partner at record label Ironworks, 
which he runs with singer-song- 
writer-producer Jude Cole. 

Because the show was on hiatus 
for so long, people probably don’t 
realize how intense your day-to- 


day life is. 

“24” takes up an unbelievable 
amount of time. I’m really trying to 
do everything to keep that moving 
forward. We’re already starting to 
deal with Season 8. What can you 
tell me about the character Tony 
Almeida (Carlos Bernard)? He sup- 
posedly died in the last season, but 
he seems to have come back. 

One of the things that’s really 
complicated about talking about 


“24” is that you can’t really give any- 
thing away. One of the really clever 
things the writers did was the man- 
ner in which he was brought back. 
His death was part of a much larger 
conspiracy that is, in fact. Season 
7. One of the hardest things about 
shooting “24” is that I work with 
some amazing actors and pretty 
much everybody gets killed. So, 
you get used to working with peo- 
ple you develop an unbelievable 
relationship with — not only pro- 
fessionally but personally as well 
— and then their characters die. 
So, I was really happy when they 
brought him back. 

What about others who have left 
the show? 

The first hard loss was Leslie Hope. 
She’s a phenomenal actor, someone 
of whom I’m really fond. When they 
told me after the first season that she 
was going to die, I was heartbroken. 
That was when I started to get used 
to the fact that a lot of actors on our 
show weren’t going to be there for as 
long as I would’ve liked. 

What were you doing during the 
hiatus after the writers strike? 

That was a really frustrating time. 
We had very little contact with the 
writers. After seven years, we were 
friends. We talked, but they were 
very strict about not even talk- 
ing about the show. (Co-executive 
producer) Jon Cassar and I were 
thinking about which direction the 
show was going, so we had conver- 
sations, but without the writers. It’s

Van Johnson died 
Friday at age 92 

OBIT I Van Johnson, whose boy- 
next-door wholesomeness made 
him a popular Hollywood star in 
the ’40s and ’50s with such films as 
“30 Seconds Over Tokyo,” “A Guy 
Named Joe” and “The Caine Muti- 
ny,” died Friday of natural causes. 
He was 92. 

Johnson died at Tappan Zee 
Manor, an assisted-living center 
in Nyack, N.Y., said Wendy Bleis- 
weiss, a close friend. 

With his tall, athletic build, 
handsome, freckled face and sunny 
personality, the red-haired Johnson 
starred opposite Esther Williams, 
June Allyson, Elizabeth Taylor and 
others during his two decades under 
contract to MGM. 

He proved to be a versatile 
actor, equally at home with com- 
edies (“The Bride Goes Wild,” 
“Too Young to Kiss”), war mov- 
ies (“Go for Broke,” “Command 
Decision”), musicals (“Thrill of 
a Romance,” “Brigadoon”) and 
dramas (“State of the Union,”

Noted indie director 
Spike Lee is finally 
going to Sundance 

More than 20 years after making 
his first splash with “She’s Gotta 
Have It,” Spike Lee is finally going 
to make it to Sundance. His belat- 
ed debut — in the 25th year of the 
Sundance Film Festival — comes 
as director and co-producer of the 
film version of “Passing Strange,” 
the stage musical by Los Angeles 
indie rockers Stew (Mark Stewart) 
and Heidi Rodewald that took an 
unlikely passage from New York’s 
nonprofit Public Theater to Broad- 
way in February. It ran for 165 per- 
formances at the Belasco Theatre, 
with Stew nabbing a Tony Award 
for best book of a musical before it 
closed July 20. 

Among those captivated was 
Lee, who said Friday that he saw 
the show several times at the Pub- 
lic and then came back for repeat 
viewings at the Belasco — even 
before producers approached him 
about capturing it on film before it 
closed. The film will premiere in 
the Jan. 15-25 festival’s noncom- 
petitive Spectrum: Documentary 
Spotlight program, where Lee is 
hoping it will attract a distribu- 
tor. The filmmaker said he’d been 
invited to the Sundance Film Fes- 
tival before but wasn’t able to make 
it. Stew and Rodewald, who is the 
co-composer of the songs, are well- 
connected at Sundance, having 
developed “Passing Strange” at its 
annual Sundance Theatre Lab in 
2004 and 2005. 

“Passing Strange” is semiauto- 
biographical, tracing Stew’s roots 
among Los Angeles’ black middle 
class, his teen predilection for punk 
rock and French new wave cinema, 
his youthful adventures in 1980s 
Amsterdam and West Berlin as an 
expatriate artiste, and his sadder- 
but-maybe-wiser return. 

The show, which premiered at 
the Berkeley Repertory Theatre in 
2006, featured Stew rocking out 
on guitar and vocals as the narra- 
tor and kept the onstage backing

band — including co-composer 
Rodewald on bass — in full view 
among the actors. Classical actor 
Daniel Breaker played Stew’s youth- 
ful alter ego, and Fisa Davis, who 
was a 2007 Pulitzer Prize finalist as 
a playwright (“Bulrusher”), played 
his long-suffering mom. 

Lee said he filmed the last three 
performances in front of audi- 
ences, then did one more day of 
shooting on the empty stage so he 
could rerun scenes and go for setup 


shots. “It’s very true to what people 
saw in Berkeley and the Public and 
on Broadway,” he said. “But I still 
made it a Spike Lee joint at the 
same time.” 

Lee isn’t new to stage-to-screen 
work, having directed versions of 
two one-man stage shows, John 
Leguizamo’s “Freak” (1998) and 
Roger Guenveur Smith’s “A Huey 
P. Newton Story” (2001). Last year, 
it was announced that Lee would 
direct a Broadway revival of “Stalag 
17,” the World War II prison-camp 
drama that originated as a 1951 play 
by former POWs Donald Bevan and 
Edmund Trzcinski before being 
made into a 1953 film by Billy Wild- 
er. But what happened? 

“The producer died, and I lost 
interest. I made a decision that 
if I would do Broadway, I don’t 
want it to be a revival. I want it to

Rivers Cuomo serves 
up yet another album 
of rare solo tracks

How does it feel to listen to all these 
old songs again? Do you still feel con- 
nected to them? 

Yeah. I mean, there’re just so 
many recordings that occasion- 
ally I’ll hear a recording that I 
don’t remember at all. And some- 
times that’s the most fun, when 
you find something that’s great 
that you don’t even feel like you 
can take credit for, because you 
have no recollection of it. But on 
a lot of these, I hear that I’m the 
same man, even when I was just 
21 years old. I still hear that that’s 
me on there. Something about my 
personality has remained con- 
sistent. 


On the Hootenanny tour, did people 
bring horns and things other than 
guitars? 

Oh, yeah. There’d usually be about 
30 guitar players and about 10, 15 
percussionists. But then everybody 
else brought every instrument you 
could possibly imagine, from the 
Vietnamese mouth harp to a maria- 
chi band to the didgeridoo and the 
normal orchestral instruments: 
woodwinds, strings, horns. 

What else are you working on with 
Weezer? 

We hope to make another video 
for “The Greatest Man Who Ever 
Lived” with Spike Jonze, and we just 
recorded six Christmas carols. 

Are they original Christmas carols 
or classics? 

They’re the classics. My favorite is 
“O Holy Night.” I love them.

Ron Holiday talks 
tigers and the deaths 
of people he loved 

GROWL I The documentary has 
always made a special place for 
the genuine eccentric. The medi- 
um seems almost defined by them. 
The tragic dowagers of the Maysles 
brothers’ “Grey Gardens” and the 
offbeat pet-cemetery proprietors 
in Errol Morris’ “Gates of Heaven” 
established a template. 

“Cat Dancers” (8 p.m., HBO) 
adheres so closely to this tradition 
that it’s not always clear whether it 
is intended as tragedy or kitsch, or a 
knowing combination of the two. 

Now well into his 70s, Ron Holi- 
day is shown as he dresses, comforts 
his pets, and dons a wig that dates 
back to the Ford administration.

What follows, in a series of contem- 
porary interviews, vintage clips and 
home movies and videos, is a five- 
decade love story that expands the 


definition of love stories. 

We learn about his life with his 
wife, Joy Holiday, and their flour- 
ishing show-business career during 
the 1950s. William Holden intro- 
duced them to wild jungle cats, 
and soon they incorporated them 
into their act. In what looks like 
the late 1970s or early 1980s, they 
adopted a young male apprentice. 
Chuck Lizza, who became a lover 
to both Holidays. 

Ron’s reminiscences include the 
day in 1998 when Jupiter, a Bengal 
tiger, killed Chuck, and the moment 
five weeks later, when despondent 
Joy also entered Jupiter’s cage, with 
similarly gruesome results. 

Holiday looks back with sadness 
and obvious pride, having virtually

home in some countries. But if that’s 
the case, he doesn’t eat well at home. 
There is no tradition in Finland of 
leaving snacks for Santa because he 
comes while children are still awake. 
The Finnish Santa Claus — Joulu- 
pukki — knocks on the door and 
demands to know whether there 
are any well-behaved kids in resi- 
dence, and he maybe accompanied 
several Christmas elves. 

Customs of offering food to spir- 
its, deities or ancestors are rooted 
far back in time, and persist to this 
day in celebrations such as Mexi- 
co’s Day of the Dead, when families 
build altars and leave food, drink 
and flowers on graves. 

“There are plenty of medieval 
references to popular customs of 
leaving out food and drink on cer- 
tain winter nights for mythical

Snacks for Of St Nick 




In short, the American tradition 
of leaving a snack for Santa — and 
his faithful helper. Dad — holds no 
sway in much of Europe. Factor in 
those countries where gifts are said 
to be delivered by St. Nicholas, baby 
Jesus or the three wise men, and it 
gets more confusing. 

Several days before Christmas 
Eve, Danish children leave a bowl 
of “risengroed” — rice porridge — 
for the “nisse,” the gnomes or elves 
who are least 400 years old and live 
in attics. Those who don’t offer the 
porridge risk having bad luck. 

In times past, a sweet, low-alco- 
hol beer called “hvidtoel” would be 
left next to the porridge. 

The gnomes play an even big- 
ger role in Sweden and Norway, 
where in addition to bestowing 
good or bad luck, and demanding 
bowls of rice porridge, they also 
bring gifts. 

Finland is regarded as Santa’s 


nocturnal figures who visit people’s 
homes and bestow gifts of good for- 
tune or prosperity for the coming 
year on the homes where the visi- 
tors are welcomed,” said Caroline 
Oates, librarian of the Folklore 
Society in London. 

“The custom was condemned 
by various authors, including Guil- 
laume d’Auvergne in the early 13th 
century, who considered that leav- 
ing the table set for Domina Abun- 
dia [Lady Abundance] was an open 
invitation to demons to enter the 
house.” 

In Belgium and the Netherlands, 
St. Nicholas arrives by horse from 
Spain on Dec. 5 or 6, accompanied 
by his sidekick Zwarte Piet (Black 
Pete). Kids leave a snack only for 
the horse; Black Pete carries his 
own supply of marble-sized spiced 
cookies called pepernoten, which 
he distributes freely. 

Sinterklaes, as he is called in the 
Netherlands, was the figure who 


inspired Washington Irving’s sto- 
ries of Dutch times in New York, 
stories that deeply influenced the 


American celebration of Christmas. 
And the traditions that developed 
in the United States have spread to 


other countries, but not all. 

Spanish children wait until Jan. 
6 — the Feast of the Epiphany — 
for the three wise men to deliver 
the gifts, but don’t leave any food 
for them. 

In Italy, many children expect 
their gifts from baby Jesus, but 
some place their hopes in a Santa 
figure, Babbo Natale. Kids hop- 
ing for loot from Babbo Natale 
may leave milk, cookies or a slice 
of panettone. 

Croatians have no tradition of 
leaving snacks for Santa — once 
called Djed Mraz (Grandpa Frost), 
but later changed to Djed Bozicnjak 
(Christmas Grandpa) when Croatia 
seceded from Yugoslavia. Lately, 
some people put out biscuits and 
a glass of milk, an idea apparently 
copied from the United States. 

British children traditionally 
offer a mince pie to Santa, plus 
sherry, brandy, whisky or something
